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WAGON TRAIN HEADS FOR ATLANTA 
Seven-Wagon Caravan Expected at State Capitol Wednesday 


Gold-Toting Wagons 
Roll Toward Atlanta

DA HLON EG A—With cowbells clanking, wheels 
rattling and mules clopping, the wagon train bearing 43 
eunces of gold to gild the dome of the state Capitol at 
Atlanta left Dahlonega Monday morning. 


The seven-wagon caravan left 
here at 8 a.m. right on schedule. 
On hand for the trip were 33 
adults, 18 children, 15 mules, six 
saddle horses and one dog. Not 
all of these were expected to com- 
plete the three-day trip to At- 
lanta, as some of the younger chil- 
dren were to leave the train by 
orders of their parents at its first 
night camp at Cumming. 

GOOD SHOW 

Two State Patrol cars are guid- 
ing the caravan and guarding the 
gold. The two patrol officers said 
it was a welcome change from 
chasing speeders.

The wagon train is following a 
route down State Highway 9-E 
from Dahlonega to Cumming. 
After camping Monday night in 
Cumming the group plans to fol- 
low U.S. 19 to Roswell and Sandy 
Springs where they will camp 
Tuesday night. 

On Wednesday the caravan will 
be met at the Atlanta city limits 
and given a police escort to 
Piedmont Park for the Wednesday 
night camp. The gold will be pre- 
sented to Gov. Griffin at the 
State Capitol Thursday at 10 a.m. 


DUSTY START 


State Highway 9-E is a dirt 
road for about 10 miles out of 
Dahlonega. All along its dusty 
stretch one could see whole fami- 
lies standing beside the road, 
some with cameras, eager to view 
a 19th Century wagon train some- 
how transplanted to the 20th 
Century. 

‘The seven wagons are drawn by 
two mules each. The women are 
wearing authentic homespun 
dresses, some more than 100 
years old. The men, some 
bearded, are clad in Western levis 


}and boots. A few T-shirts and 
shorts, worn by some of the teen- 
agers, seem out of place. 


Some of the men and youngsters 
are riding the saddle horses in 
advance of the caravan. A few 
of the younger children on horse- 
back were a little saddle sore 
after two hours on the trail. 

“lll never get over it,’ said 
Frances Fry, Dahlonega _teen- 
ager, twisting in her saddle. A 
litle later Frances and a friend, 
Annette Williams of East Point, 
who had come up to ride with the 
group, were seen approaching one 
of the patrol cars. ‘‘Please, can 
'we ride with you?” they asked 
‘the officer. He obliged, helping 
'them open soft drinks from the 
cooler in the car’s trunk.

| The passengers in the wagons 
found it a bouncy ride, but most 
of them thought it was fun. ‘“‘Best 
weight-loser I know of,”’ said Mrs. 
Charles Phillips . of Dahlonega.

“It’s pretty good riding,”’ Mrs. 
John Moore, Dahlonega, agreed. 


Wagon master for the group is 
Hughes Moore of Dahlonega. He 
reported only two casualties at 
the first stop about nine miles 
from Dahlonega—two loose horse- 
shoes. which were quickly re- 
paired as the group stopped*to 
water the horses’ and mules. 

“We're averaging about three 
miles per hour,’’ Moore said.

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Dr. McClain Hits 
Political Indecency 


In his sermon last Sunday, Dr. Roy 
O. McClain, pastor of Atlanta’s First Bap- 
tist Church, said in easily understood 
indignation: 

“Several women who are employes of 
the state came to me with the sordid 
story that they had been told they had 
to contribute $100 to the campaign of one 
gubernatorial candidate ‘if we want to 
keep our jobs.’”’ 

“It happens that this man they are 
being ordered to support is an ordained 
minister,” said Dr. McClain. (The Rev. 
W. T. Bodenhamer, pastor of a Baptist 
Church at Ty Ty, Ga., is the ordained 
minister in the race. He is supported by 
T. V. (Red) Williams, state revenue com- 
missioner, and by his political machine). 

“So I say let the righteous, religious 
people of Georgia rise up in a kind of 
holiness to strike that sort of thing down 
and out. We don’t have to take that in 
Georgia and never do we have to take 
it from a minister,” Dr. McClain de- 
clared. 

It was a sermon every citizen of 
Georgia who is concerned about the 
present and future of his state will 
welcome. 

Apparently, the state administration 
believes that every corrupt act, each .po- 
litically immoral deed, every illegal pres- 
sure on employes, is to be excused if 
its spokesmen holler “Nigger.” 

As for candidate Bodenhamer, we sin- 
cerely welcomed him to the race when 
he announced his candidacy. One of the 
reasons for this welcome was we wanted 
the people of Georgia to become more 
familiar with this ordained minister and 
his methods of campaigning. 

We also welcomed him because we 
were sure his campaign would also bring 
into the open the methods of the T. V. 
(Red) Williams’ group, which is support- 
ing him. We had an idea that this po- 
litical sideshow would sicken the people, 
even though they be conditioned to a low 
level of political campaigning. Yet an- 
other reason for our honest welcome to 
the Rev. Bodenhamer will be announced 
after the ballots are counted. 

We join with Dr. McClain, and an 
increasing multitude of others, in ob- 
jecting. 

It probably will not end the pressure 
for contributions from state employes. 
But if it stirs other ministers to flay the 
morev-changers of politics it will be a 
healthy and helpful thing.

Specter of Red China 


Again Is on the Scene 


As of this writing the greatest letter- 
writer of the 20th century, Nikita Khrush- 
chev, has not replied to President 
Dwight Eisenhower's invitation to a 
U.N. summit meeting. 

Instead, the Communist vremier flew 
to Peiping to meet with Mao Tse-tung, 
generalissimo and premier of Red China. 
This diversionary action stirred into real- 
ity some of the witch-dragon fears of 
our time ... those growing out of an 
atomic-armed industrially strong China 
joined with Russia. 

The ABC’s of it, as one deduces them 
without knowing what is in the mind of 
the Kremlin, are these: 

Russia has insisted that India be in- 
vited to the meeting. Last week an un- 
informed Chinese of Chiang’s nation on 
Formosa said Nationalist China would 
veto such an invitation. Khrushchev 
probably wanted to clear all angles with 
his partner in communism before ac- 
cepting an invitation. aed 


As it turns out Nationalist China 


can't veto an invitation if as many as 


likely that he wanted to reach an 
agreement with Mao about Russia attend- 
ing any meeting in which Chiang’s gov- 
ernment is included. To do so would be 
an acceptance by Russia of Chiang’s China 
as a member of the Security Council. 

Both Mao and the Soviets insist loudly 
and angrily that Chiang’s China has no 
validity and does not and cannot repre- 
sent China. 

A summit session still seems likely, 
largely because the Soviets will gain most 
by it. 

But, meanwhile, the idea of Red China 
creating a disturbance throughout Asia, 
while Moscow agitates the more in the 
Middle East, is frightening. It must not, 
however, make us back off. At present it 
is mostly bluff. Five or 10 years from 
now it won't be.

Successful Atlas Test 
Is Good News, Indeed 


Successful test firing of the Atlas, 
America’s first intercontinental ballistic 
missile, is good news indeed. It certainly 
should mean that this country’s lag in 
comparison with the Russians is begin- 
ning to be overcome. : 

One enthusiastic observer said the 
test means the United States can now be- 
gin turning out these missiles like refrig- 
erators. While this is probably too much 
to hope for, it could be a good idea to 
try in view of the known progress the 
Soviets have made with nuclear-carry- 
ing ICBMs. 

The country should heed, too, the in- 
sistent cries from a number of sources 
that the United States is losing what- 
ever superiority it might have had in 
aerial might and in ability to carry a nu- 
clear war to the enemy. Success of the 
Atlas supposedly will push us at least 
a year ahead of schedule in missiles de- 
velopment. 

Meanwhile, heavy criticism of the ad- 
ministration and the Pentagon for their 
lack of urgency in meeting the techno- 
logical strides of the Russians seems de- 
served. We already have learned in the 
Middle East, for instance, that our abil- 
ity to move troops rapidly and to supply 
them leaves much to be desired. 

At a time when our commitments 
continue to grow in every area of the 
world and when many of our allies are 
threatened with aggression—direct and 
indirect—this country must make what- 
ever sacrifices necessary to maintain 
forces capable of meeting any challenge. 


466 Years Ago Saw 
Columbus on His Way 


If the western part of the world in 
its present state is an unhappy subject, 
this may be a good time to note that 466 
years ago today Christopher Columbus 
and his three ships were 48 hours out of 
Palos, Spain. 

Columbus sailed Aug. 3, 1492. He 
had three vessels, each inadequate by 
today’s standards, and a total of 88 men. 

“T will sail until I reach the Indies,” 
he said on denarture. The story of the 
near mutiny, the fears of falling off the 
edge of the world most persons believed 
flat and the trials of bad water and food 
are familiar to every school boy and girl. 

Ten weeks later Columbus reached an 
island in the Bahamas and called it San 
Salvador. He thought he had reached In- 
dia or the islands about it. 

Poor old Christopher had a bad time 
of it. Politicians envied him. They poi- 
soned the ear of the Spanish throne and 
in 1500 Columbus was brought back to 


_Spain in chains. 


Anyhow, if you wish to forget about 
Nikita and Mao for a while, think on 
Cclumbus, just two davs out of Palos on 
the voyage of great discovery.

I want to suggest that people 
who actually are the most ear- 
nest are those who often slip into 
the ruts of mechanical prayer. 
So often and so regularly do they 
pray that habit tends to overtake 
intent and praying becomes a 
thoughtless ritual. 

We read that Daniel ‘kneeled 
upon his knees three times a day, 
and prayed, and gaye thanks be- 
fore his God, as he did afore- 
time”’ (Daniel 6:10). And always 
he prayed facing Jerusalem. In 
these words are all the ingredi- 
ents of mechanical prayer. He 
prayed three times a day on his 
knees facing the Holy City. This 
had been his custom no doubt 
since his childhood. To make 
each of these occasions an oppor- 
tunity for genuine communica-

tion with God required spiritual 
alertness and awareness. Further-: 
more, he probably used prayers 
regularly that had been handed 
down to him from his fathers’ 
before him. 


But I doubt that praying for 
Daniel ever became a thoughtless 
routine, for he arose from hfs 
knees with new faith and confi- 
dence, new loyalty and devotion. 

Regularity in prayer, like reg- 
ularity in sleeping or eating, is 
strengthening. Without a sense 
of regularity we put off our 
prayers and let hours and days. 
slip past without praying at all. 
So to be methodical does not’ 
necessarily mean that our prayers 
are mechanical. 

The_ distinguished Harvard 
teacher and physician, Dr. Rich- 
ard C. Cabot, once wrote of the 
general pattern as regards times 
and seasons of prayer in these 
words: 

“No one can find out except 
by trying whether he needs pray- 
er once an hour, once a week, or’ 
less often. The rhythm of its re- 
currence should be governed like 
that of any physiological function, - 
varying like food, sleep and ree- 
realion, with our expenditures. 
of effort and energy.” . 

To pray according to such need. 
for most normal people means. 
praying frequently. When we 
pray frequently we shall have 
the spiritual strength needed for 
our lives, 


Faubus Victory Is 
Ill Omen for ’60 


WASHINGTON—When Northern Democratic 
leaders say privately what they cannot yet bring 
themselves to say publicly, namely, that Gov. 


Orval Faubus’ reelection gives them a foreboding chill, this is what 


they mean: 

They mean the massive voter 
support Gov. Faubus received in 
his third-term campaign—turning 
exclusively on the Little Rock 
issue—sets in motion a chain of 
events leading to a devastating 
split in the Democratic Party 
and likely to make the election 
of a Democratic president in 1960 
almost unattainable. 

Is this too jittery an estimate 
of what may flow from the 
Faubus triumph? Not necessari- 
ly. The reasons are these: 


The ability of Faubus to use 
the school-integration issue so 
productively, even to the extent 
of breaking down his state’s long 
resistance to a third term, is a 
clear signal that this kind of ex- 
tremism pays off more handsome- 
ly than ever at the polls in the 
South and will submerge most 
remaining Southern moderates 
who would like to stand for obedi- 
ence to the courts however much 
they disapprove of integration. 

This can hardly fail to have 
three consequences. 

It will increase the power of 
the_Southern Democrats to stand 
out against any civil rights plank 
in the 1960 Democratic platform 
which Northern Democrats would 
consider absolutely essential if 
they are to win, and to resist 
the only kind of presidential nomi- 
nee the Northern Democrats be- 
lieve could be elected.

Agencies’ 

Money Bill 
Raps $589 Million 
Added by Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Presi- 
dent Eisenhower vetoed a money 
bill Monday for the first time 
since taking office, charging that 
589 million dollars tacked on by 
Congress would “unnecessarily” 
increase the deficit. 


Some congressional leaders said 
the upshot of the President’s re- 
jection of the $6,584,169,000 meas- 
ure might be to put some federal 
agencies —. including the National 
Science Foundation — on_ short 
money rations until next year. 


There seemed no chance Con- | 


gress could muster the two-thirds 
vote needed to override veto of the 
measure to finance the Veterans 
Administration (VA) and 16 other 
“independent” federal agencies in 
the fiscal year which started on 
July 1. 


-However, the President stirred 
protests from key quarters in re- 
turning the bill on grounds there 
was “no justification” for Con- 
gress to add 589 million dollars 
for the cfvil service retirement 
fund. 


CONTINUE SPENDING 


‘Chairman Clarence Cannon (D- 
Mo.) of the House Appropriations 
Committee said that Congress, 
rather than submit, might simply 
pass a resolution authorizing the 
affected agencies to continue 
spending at the rate authorized 
for last year. 


For the agencies as a group, 
this would mean getting along 
with about 605 million dollars less 
in the current 12 months than 
would have been authorized in the 
vetoed bill. 


In addition to the science foun- 
dation, such action would hit the 
VA, the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, and the se- 
leetive service system. Public 
building funds would be sharply 
curtailed, along with federal con- 
tributions to slum clearance and 
urban renewal projects. 

‘Sen. Warren G. Magnuson (D- 
Wash. ), chairman of the Senate 
appropriations subcommittee, said 


the veto “‘jeopardized all the in-| 


dependent agencies.”” He said 
Congress might decide against 
taking any further action and let 
the administration ‘‘figure out” 
how to operate these agencies” 
without an appropriation. 

It was the first time in 10 years 
that an appropriations bill had 
been vetoed. The last time was 
June 16, 1948, when President 
Truman rejected one sent him by 
a Republican Congress. which 
over-rode his veto. 

URGES RECONSIDERATION 


“Eisenhower urged Congress to 
“‘reconsider”’ the bill because the 
retirement fund increase would 
add “‘over half a billion dollars to 
a deficit which may reach 12 bil- 
lion dollars this fiscal year.” 

Emergency legislation enacted 
earlier will carry the 17 agencies 
through the remainder of this 
month. 

Cannon said that the only alter- 
native to a resolution to continue 
last year’s fund authorizations 
would be for Congress to bow to 
the President’s will and re - pass 
the big money measure minus the 
civil service retirement funds.

Five states, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, South Carolina and 
Virginia, passed 21 segregation

Six other states have passed 
'anti-integration laws since the 
Supreme: Court’s integration rul- 
ing in 1954. They are Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Texas. 

The publication said 777 South- 
ern school districts have been 
desegregated and 2,122 districts in 
Southern and border states re- 
main segregated. 

Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Virginia passed laws this year 
authorizing the closing of public 
schools faced with mandatory 
integration. Alabama, North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina passed 
similar laws previously.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board Monday raised 
the margin requirements on 
purchases of stock to 70 per cent. 
The requirement has been 50 per 
cent since last Jan. 16. 

The margin requirement fixes 
the minimum amount of cash 
which a purchaser must put up 
when he buys stock. 

Under the new action, he will 
have to put up 70 dollars for each 
100 dollars of the market value of 
stocks which he buys. 

The new requirement will apply 
also to short sales—that is sales of 
borrowed securities which the sel- 
ler hopes will decline in price, al- 
lowing him to make a profit when 
he later buys. the stock to repay 
the person from whom he has bor- 
rowed. 

Margin requirements had been 
at 70 per cent from April 1955 un- 
til last January. 

When the margin was lowered, 
the government was concerned 
over the recession.

Of course, 
when you go down in your workshop to build some cabinets, you 
wouldn’t think of starting without plans and would certainly ap- 
preciate the advice and help of a professional cabinetmaker to tip 


‘Makes His Living Shining Shoes 


Richard Traylor, who has been shining shoes »rofessionally for 
18 years, is convinced that most folks have no idea of the correct 


way to shine shoes. 


‘‘Most folks just dob a little polish on the shoe and smear it 
‘around, then hit a few licks with a brush and figure they got a 
shine,”’ Richard said. ‘“‘That’s the wrong way. They puts polish on 
on top of dirt. That’s the wrong way. They uses too much polish. 


That’s the wrong way.” 


According to Richard, clean the shoe first—if necessary, use 
soap and water. Then dry the shoe. Not until then do you even 
open the can of polish. Then use sparingly, spread it thin. Then 
comes the buffing with a brush. Try to brush all the polish off. 
Another thin coat is next, and then some more brushing, followed 
by a soft cloth buffing. Never use more than two coats of polish. 

**Too much polish will still shine, but it’s bad for the shoe. The 
leather will start cracking sooner and you’ve ruined a good shoe,”’ 


Richard advises. 


The professional shoeshine men use a drop of water on the 
leather for a high gloss with the final cloth buffing. Then they 
black up the soles and heels. You can do it, too, but probably not 
as good as the shoeshine man who makes his living out of the 


polish can.
